WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.— The 
Labor Department reported today 
that employment dropped about 
300,000 last month under November 
totals. Weekly payrolls were down 


were | $15,800,000. The employment decline 


was the largest for that month 
since 1920. 

In the manufacturing industry, 
79 industries out of 89 reported de- 
creases totaling 520,000, with a de- 
crease in weekly payrolls of $17,- 
600,000. Gains in some other lines 
partly offset these declines. 

Despite the figures, Secretary 
Perkins said there were a number 
of “favorable factors” in the pres- 
ent situation.

A claim for $25,000 has been filed 
in Probate Court in Johnson Coun- 
ty, Kan., against the estate of John 
C. Pollock, who was United States 
District Judge for Kansas, by Mrs. 
Louise M. Hamilton, who conducts 
a rooming house. 

Through her attorneys, she has 
filed what purports to be a promis- 
sory note for that amount given 
her by Judge Pollock Nov. 25, 1936, 
just two months before his death 
here, at the age of 79, after 384 
years on the Federal bench. 

A hearing on the claim is dock- 
eted for tomorrow before Probate 
Judge Bert Rogers at nearby 
Olathe, Kan., Judge Rogers is the 
father of Charles (Buddy) Rogers, 
motion picture star. 

Both counsel for Mrs. Beulah 
B. Pollock, widow of the Judge, who 
left an ‘estate estimated at more 
than $400,000, and for Mrs. Hamil- 
ton have engaged handwriting ex- 
perts to express opinions on the 
authenticity of the signature on the 


note. 

2 The note, which Mrs. Hamilton 
‘says was written by her and signed 
dy Judge Pollock, matures on Nov. 
25, 1939. 

Bearing a signature resembling 
those shown to the correspondent 
and known to have been affixed by 
Judge Pollock on official docu- 
ments, it reads: 

“Three years after date, for value 
received, I promise to pay to Louise 
M. Hamilton at Kansas City, Kan- 
sas, the sum of ($25,000.00) twenty- 
five thousand and no-100 with inter- 
est from date until paid at the rate 
of 6 per cent per annum, payable 
semiannually.” 

The “value received,” according 
to Mrs. Hamilton, who lives in ad- 
joining Kansas City, Kan., repre- 
sents Her abandonment of a per- 
sonal claim she had made on 
Judge Pollock alleging breach of 
promise to marry. She alleged it 
grew out of a friendship which be- 
gan when the Judge was a widow- 
er, prior to his second marriage, 
which took place in Los Angeles on 
July 11, 1924. His first wife, by 
whom he had a daughter, died in 
1921. His widow was the former 
Miss Beulah B. Haas. 

Mrs. Hamilton’s attorney, W. H. 
H. Piatt, declined to discuss the 
suit out of court, but Mrs. Hamil- 
ton told the correspondent of her 
relations with Judge Pollock which 
began, she said, with what is fa- 
miliarly known as a “pick-up” on a 
trans-continental train. Her win- 
dow was stuck, she said, and the 
Judge obligingly helped her open 
it. From this casual meeting friend- 
ship, then love developed, she said, 
and ultimately an agreement to 
marry. 

To Introduce Correspondence. 

Her attorneys are prepared to 
support her claim by introducing a 
series of personal letters alleged 
to have been written by Pollock to 
Mrs. Hamilton prior to the date of 
the note. 

Some of these were written on of- 
ficial judicial stationery. One was 
an informal penciled scrawl. 

A book of poems in Mrs, Hamil- 
ton’s sitting room contains the fol- 
lowing hand-written inscription:

Chinese Assassins Fail to Find 
Retired Chief, Shoot Two 
Kinsmen in British Zone. 


By the Associated Press. 

„China, Jan. 21—Ten 
Chinese, seeking to assassinate Gen. 
Li Tu, former Manchurian guer- 
rilla chieftain now living in the 
British Concession here, killed one 
of his nephews instead today and 
wounded another when they learned 
the General was away from the 
city. The motive was not disclosed. 

The incident necessitated the 
posting of British military guards 
to reassure retired Chinese of- 
ficials who have found refuge in 
the Concession. 

Previous fears of a clash between 
British and Japanese troops were 
relieved by Japanese renunciation 
of any plan to invade the Conces- 
sion, Japanese consular officials 
denied that higher Japanese au- 
thorities had known of an alleged 
ultimatum to the British to surren- 
der a Chinese accused of anti-Jap- 
anese propaganda. 

British troops, expecting the Jap- 
anese to enter the Concession forci- 
bly to seize the Chinese, had de- 
clared they would resist with force. 
The Japanese attributed the situa- 
tion to faulty interpretation in an 
interview between Japanese and 
British police officers.

KIDNAPER LEADS 
AGENTS TO BODIES

Details of the Confession.

PLOT 10 BLOW UP SHIP 
AT SEATTLE ALLEGED 


Man Drowned, Bomb Found 
Japanese Liner Said to Be 
Target. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 21.—Cus- 
toms agents investigating an al- 
leged plot to blow up the Japanese 
liner Hiye Maru announced today 
a bomb had been fished from El- 
liott Bay near the spot where the 
ship had been moored. It was car- 
ried to the Great Northern dock 
for examination. 

The bomb was inclosed in a suit- 
case and attached to a railroad tie. 

Police Capt. Marshall Scrafford 
said George Partridge, a Canadian, 
22 years old, reported that Orien- 
tals had employed him and Rolphe 
M. Forsyth, school teacher of Van- 
couver, B. C., to dynamite ships 
laden with scrap iron and war ma- 
terials for Japan. He said he did 
not know the nationality of the 
Orientals. 

Forsyth was drowned in an at- 
tempt, Partridge said, to blow up 
the Hiye Maru. 

He said he last saw Forsyth early 
yesterday splashing into the waters 
of Elliott Bay, pushing a railroad 
tie to which was lashed a suitcase 
loaded with explosives. 

T' do it or die in the attempt,” 
Partridge said Forsyth told him be- 
fore swimming toward the Hiye 
Maru, berthed at pier 40. Forsyth’s 
nude body, clad only in a life jack- 
et, was found a short time later by 
a Japanese seaman. An 
verdict was that Forsyth drowned. 

Partridge, arrested as a suspected 
box car thief, told the bombing 
story when Forsyth’s body was 
found. He said the Hiye Maru was 
to be blown up by a time bomb set 
for 1:30 a. m., y- Police 
rushed to the pier to warn persons 
away.

$553,000 000 NAVAL 
ILL PASSED IN HOUSE 


Attempt to Eliminate Fund for 
Two New Warships Is 
Defeated. 


By the Associated Fress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — The 
House passed the $553,266,494 naval 
appropriation bill today after over- 
whelmingly defeating an attempt 


to eliminate funds for construction 
of two new battleships. The meas- 
ure now goes to the Senate, 

The bill provides $26,723,186 more 
than the navy’s current appropria- 
tion, but $11,139,977 less than budget 
estimates. In addition to the two 
battleships, it would permit start 
of construction of 20 other war- 
ships, including four auxiliary ves- 
sels, and continuation of work on 
74 ships already on the ways. 

Just before final. passage, the 
House struck out, by a standing 
vote of 110 to 83, an amendment 
previously adopted which would 
have suspended all promotions and 
retirements of commissioned offi- 
cers in the navy for the next fiscal 
year.

$1,502,400,000 OF GOLD 
BOUGHT BY TREASURY IN 37 


$1,309,590,000 From Abroad; Silver 
Purchases Totaled 312,205,100 
Ounces.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The 


Treasury announced today it had 
bought $1,502,400,000 worth of gold 
and 312,205,100 ounces of silver last 
year. 

Of the gold purchases, $1,309,590,- 
000 came from foreign countries. 
This movement of gold toward the 
United States, however, has nearly 
halted in the last two months. 

The silver purchases included 
241,545,000 ounces of foreign silver, 
bought at the world price of 45 
cents an ounce. 9 price of 77.57 
cents an ounce was paid for 70,625,- 
300 ounces of newly mined domes- 
tic silver and 50 cents was paid for 
a small amount of old silver held 
in this country. This year, the 
Treasury has reduced to 64.64 cents 
the price for new domestic silver. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported gold imports during the 
week ended Jan. 14 amounted to 
$957,206, the smallest for any week 
in many months. No gold exports 
were recorded. Silver imports 
mounted to $6,622,644 due to con- 
tinued heavy shipments of Chinese 
coin through England and large 
shipments from Mexico.

As finally worked out, the legis- 
lation does not contain a previous- 
ly-approved section providing that 
the prevailing wage rate must be 
paid on the new housing construc- 
tion. 


The Conference Committee elim- 
inated yesterday a Senate amend- 
ment to require payment of pre- 
vailing wages for construction of 
homes financed under the program. 
Massachu- 
setts, author of the amendment, 
said he would try to reinstate it 
when the Senate votes on approv- 
ing the compromise bill. Power- 
ful labor forces supported the pre- 
valling wage requirement. 

Administration supporters have 
expressed hope the measure will 
go far toward reviving the lagging 
construction industry, for it is de- 
signed to encourage private invest- 
ment in housing. It would per- 
mit the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration to insure mortgages amount- 
ing to 90 per cent of the value of 
homes costing up to $6000. On 
$10,000 homes, the first $6000 of the 
value cduld be 90 per cent insured; 
the remainder 80 per cent. Under 
present law, F H A can insute 
mortgages only up to 80 per cent 
of the value of all types of homes. 

Loans Would Be at 5 Per Cent. 

The loans on lower-priced homes, 
under the new legislation, would 
carry 5 per cent straight interest, 
plus % of one per cent on the 
diminishing balance.

dent. In his message to Congress on Jan. 3, Mr, 
Roosevelt said: : 

No reasonable person seeks a, complete uni- 
formity in wages in every part of the United 
States; nor does any reasonable person seek an 
immediate and drastic change from the lowest 
pay to the highest pay. We are seeking, ot 
course, only legislation to end starvation wages 
and intolerable hours; more desirable wages are 
and should continue to be the product of collec- 
tive bargaining. 

The council records itself as heartily in sympathy 
with the objective of ending starvation wages and 
intolerable hours: It commits itself to legislation 
to that end. Here is a position on the part of busi- 
ness which promises well for the adoption by Con- 
gress of soundly conceived legislation in the difficult 
wages and hours field. : 

As to the proposed modification of the anti-trust 
laws, judgment must be reserved until concrete pro- 
posals are brought forward. The President is report- 
ed as being in general agreement with the thought 
that the “desirable” type of co-operation which was 
part of the N R A should be preserved. The question 
is, What is “desirable”? Hardly anybody disputes the 
doctrine that certain types of monopolies, under 
proper regulation, are not incompatible with the pub- 
lic interest in a democracy, but there must be the 
most searching scrutiny of any proposals to give 
effect, anew, to what the business council describes 
as the desirable “co-operation within industries at- 
tempted under the N R A.” : 

Business and the President have approached sen- 
sible common ground in their attitude toward hold- 
ing companies. Mr. Roosevelt retreats from his cas- 
ual and ill-considered utterance shooting at all hold- 
ing companies, without exception. And business, as 
represented by the advisory council, takes the sound 
view that holding companies existing for the purpose 
of “financial manipulation” have no excuse for being. 
Business promises to work with the President “to- 
ward the principle of geographic decentralization of 
industry”—which, on the face of it, is going a con- 
siderable distance with him in the attack on mo- 
nopoly. 

The business council, quoting the words of the 
President to Congress that Where there “is privilege: 
there must also be responsibility, asks that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act be amended to apply this 
principle to labor unions. Mr. Roosevelt comments 
by suggesting that labor unions, on their own voli- 
tion, make public their income and expenditures. We 
believe that certainly this should be done. It is done 
as a matter of course in England, without govern- 
mental compulsion, and there is every reason why 


Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union has already set the 
precedent. As to the assumption of further respon- 
sibility by the unions than that which goes with the 
publication of receipts and expenditures, we believe 
it infinitely preferable that they should act in this 
direction without the compulsion of law. If they do 
not assume what the public believes to be a fair 
measure of responsibility in return for the charter 
of liberties granted by the Wagner Act, a law fixing 
such responsibility on them will become inevitable. 

By and large, there is a gratifyingly wide area of 
agreement between the President and the spokesmen 
of business. That fact cannot be read to mean that 
recovery is just around the corner—for whatever is 
done, the unemployment problem in great degree will 
remain—but it can be read as a hopeful sign. Cer- 
tainly, as the business men point out, a long step 
toward better days will have been taken if the “un- 
certainties that exist in the hearts of men today” 
are eradicated.

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THE DIVERTING MR. CROMWELL. 

Leave it to James H. R. Cromwell, husband of 
Doris Duke Cromwell, the world’s richest woman, to 
cook up bizarre theories of interest and taxation. 
Last summer, Mr. Cromwell disclosed to a breathless 
world his theory of “negative interest.” Instead of 
letting the Federal Reserve agencies lend funds at 
interest, he would have them lend money and pay 
the borrower a 6 per cent bonus for taking it off 
their hands. 

In no wise discouraged at the failure of the Gov- 
ernment to accept this suggestion, Mr. Cromwell was 
back in Washington this week giving the House 
Ways and Means Committee the further benefit of 
his counsel. His ideas were no less unorthodox 
than before. This time, he startled the committee 
with a recommendation that all income taxes be 
abolished and that the revenue thus lost be replaced 
with a general sales tax, 

Again he found the Congressmen unreceptive, not- 
withstanding his statement that this scheme would 
increase the income of the poor and raise their 
standard of living. “Then the only way you know 
of helping the poor is by shifting taxation from the 


wealthy to the poof?” queried a skeptical Tennessee 


Congressman. 

It was shown at the hearing that Mr. Cromwell’s 
sales tax, in order to produce the required revenue, 
would have to be at the rate of 18 per cent. He had 
to admit that that would be “a little high.” 

To the Post-Dispatch, the principle that taxation 
should fall on the citizen in proportion to his ability 
to pay is too well established to require argument. 
It is equally clear to us that unfavorable business 
conditions would be perpetuated by a sales tax, be- 
cause it would further reduce the purchasing power 
of the masses. : 

Mr. Cromwell also wants estate and gift taxes re- 
vised, thus differentiating himself from the late 
Andrew Carnegie, who complained only that. the 
estate taxes of his day did not go far enough. 

As a witness, however, Mr. Cromwell has his 
points. After a few days of factual testimony, a 
congressional committee must find him vastly di-

Your Congressman Writes 


“Use the frank,” is the motto of most lawmakers seeking to impress the folks back 
home, says Congressman's aid; farmers with subsidy checks, couples with new 
babies, high school graduates, barbers and professional groups comprise special 
mailing lists, but the mass attack,” reaching every voter, is often brought into play.

AVE you heard from your Congress- 

man lately? Has he written you with- 

in the last 12 months? If not, it is 
for one of two reasons. First, your Con- 
gressman is not one of those who comprise 
a majority of the membership maintaining 
a continuous mail campaign. Or, second, 
you are not on the party voting lists, in the 
telephone or city directories or on the other 
mailing lists which Congressmen use. 

“Par” for the Congressman who uses the 
mail assiduously is to get a letter into the 
hands of every voter at least once a year. 
The contents of the letter do not matter so 
much. The idea is to get you to look at 
the member’s name on the envelope and get 
that name fixed in your mind. Also to get 
the impression implanted that he is think- 
ing of you and your problems. 

That is the psychological factor behind 
the mail campaign. 

Of course, the perfect letter is one that 
evokes a reply. A good Congressman values 
your opinion. He would give more for the 
honest and “low down” thoughts of the av- 
erage man, only casually interested in poli- 
tics, than he would for any number of ex- 
pressions from his own “key” men or others 
who are in politics as a business, 

And your Congressman hopes for an an- 
swer for another reason. He wants you 
to write his name down on an envelope. 
There is good psychology behind this, too. 
If you read a name, it fixes itself in your 
memory cells only superficially. But if you 
take a pen or pencil and write that name, 
it impresses itself much more indelibly in 
the mind.

Many Congressmen got lists of farmers 
who were to receive A A A benefit checks 
and sent them letters about a week before 
the checks were to go out telling them they 
would soon get their money. Naturally, it

Through- 
out the land tonight millions of 
people facing the bitter realities of 
another depression are hoping and 
praying that the Government will 
really join with business in the ef- 
fort to speed up industry and make 
more jobs.” 

He asserted there was “no great 
gulf between the objectives of in- 
dustry and the objectives of Gov- 
ernment”; industry recognized, he 
said, “the necessity for fair and im- 
partial Government regulations and 
rules to prevent abus es 
“Most Business Men Honest.” 
“But,” he added, “business does 
not approve the imposition of con- 
trols based on false theories. It 
is a generally accepted fact that 
the great majority of business men 
are honest. Isn’t it possible that a 
way can be found to give clearance 
to this honest majority and permit 
the march of recovery to move 
ahead?” 

“I think business is far less dis- 
turbed over reasonable Government 
regulations,” he went on, “than it. 
is over the apparent lack of a def- 
mite plan or program of Govern- 
ment relations toward business.” 
There is “plenty of money” 
available for investment, he said, 
but uncertainty had frightened the 
average investor and sent him “into 
hiding.” 

“New developments and new 
Government policies,” he added, 
had “introduced elements of rigid- 
ity into the overhead cost of busi- 
ness.” 

The trend of shortening hours 
and advancing wages, he said, “de- 
sirable as it is,” had combined with 
other factors to “lift the general 
price structure,” 

Says Wages Must Stay High. 

“America is a high wage country 
and must remain so because a high 
purchasing power on the part of 
wage earners is necessary to indus- 
try,” he went on. 

Bainbridge Colby, Secretary of 
State under President Wilson, 
praised Girdler as “a manly man” 
who “fearlessly waded into a dan- 
gerous subject.” 

Dean Neil Carothers of the 
Lehigh Business College proposed 
that “the Government pass no legis- 
lation affecting business during the 
next year and let business pull us 
out of this recession.”

Responsibility Beyond 
Normal Limits,

HIS business of sacrificing our 
lives for others—what do you 
think of it? Is it blessed and 


beautiful. . or a crime against 
nature? And should we be honored 


in our own juice? 


Lorella wants to know—and her 
letter speaks for thousands in the 
same predicament. 

The story’s typical. A death-bed 
promise to her dying mother that 
she’d care for her baby brother. 
Then Lorella left high school to 
make a home for her father and 
Baby Ted—only to shortly take up 
the bread-winner’s problem when 
the father died. 


Not so hard at first. She’ was 
young and full of dreams. herself. 
And there was her own lover to 
help her watch and plan. Some day 
soon, when Ted was a little older, 
they d marry. ... 

Then, suddenly, Ted was older 
„Was married young himself... 
was standing beside a dead young 
wife and a new-born baby. So, for 
Lorella, the trail began again, First 
Ted—now the baby. Would her own 
time never come? Her lover’s eyes 
were growing weary. 

And then again Ted married. But 
the new wife “didn’t want another 
woman’s child.” 


“The kid’ll be better with you, 
anyway, Sis,” said Ted—and went 
his way. And the lover went like- 
wise, grown indifferent at last, to 
marry a more eager mate. 

Tears, then . Such agonies of 
love-starved tears in the lonely 
nights. But the boy was a joy. And 
it was warming to hear them say, 
“Hasn't Lorella Wayne been won- 
derful! A perfect saint!” So the 
years passed with her life folding, 
closer and closer, about the boy. 
And then, as suddenly as his father, 
he, too, married ... went his 
thoughtless, happy way. 

And now Lorella’s crying out the 
rancor of the cheated years. “It 
isn’t fair! I did my best ... gave 
all I had ... and what have I got- 
ten in return? Nothing... no 
thanks ... no appreciation . just 
selfish, cold forgetfulness. Taking 
everything ... and now no one 
cares what happens to me! Yet 
they say that goodness pays! But 
it doesn’t—it doesn’t!” 

The old universal cry. The cry 
of parents over spoiled, ungrateful 
children . of wives who have 
thrown their lives away for weak- 
ling husbands . . of fine men 
tricked by worthless wives. Every 
thing gone at last—and then th, 
bitter cry that “goodness doesn” 
pay!” 

But is such sacrifice goodness”? 
I don’t believe it is. 


Sacrifice, within healthy limits, is 
a beautiful and gallant thing... 
a necessary discipline for fine 
character. But when it passes 
those limits, when it robs the 
Giver and makes a bum of the 
Getter, it becomes a blight. 


We do have a duty to humanity 
but that duty begins with 
ourselves. Tach one of us has a 
sacred mission ... to become his 
own best and most useful self. And 
the person who violates that mis- 
sion is as truly a criminal as any 
thief or murderer—and gets just 
about as much appreciation in the 
end. 


Lorella isn’t a mistreated mar- 
tyr. She's a plain quitter, who is 
getting her due. Her life wasn’t 
broken because her mother bound 
her or her brother failed her. It 
was broken’ because Lorella her- 
self didn’t safeguard it. If we 
don’t proclaim and protect our own 
rights, no one else will or should. 

There is always a point in sacri- 
fice where we can do our duty 
to ourselves, as well as to the other 
fellow, if we'll just admit it. Lo- 
rella’s duty to her brother ceased 
when he became a man. Right 
then she should have forced Ted 
to assume his own responsibility 
—and made a life for herself. 

But sacrifice is a habit-forming 
drug which both binds and blinds 
us. Nine times out of 10 such 
“nobility” is an unconscious mask 
for self-righteous egotism—the 
will-to-power—or plain snoopiness. 

Beware of playing God. He's 
quite able to do that job Himself. 
All He asks of each of us is to

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HUNTING IS ONE OF WARNER 
BAXTER’S FAVORITE PASTIMES. 


This is the fourth story in a series 
on the turning points in. the careers of 


film favorites. 


HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 21. 


OR many a rabbit’s foot repre- 
rene the perfect charm, but in 

Warner Baxter's case a whole 
rabbit was the harbinger of luck 
that changed his career. In fact it 
was just a common, ordinary, run- 
of-the-mine sort of jack rabbit 
that kicked Baxter upstairs into 
the topflight of movie-stars. 


That was back in the days when 
the talkies were known as the 
“squawkies,” when a very few in- 
trepid souls in the movie industry 
were daring to tinker with their 
fortunes by making sound pictures. 
The old Fox Film Corporation was 
experimenting with the first out- 
door, all-talking picture—“In Old 
Arizona.” Raoul Walsh, the direc- 
tor, was also set to play the role 
of the “Cisco Kid.” 


But one night on.the way back 
from location work in Zion Nation- 
al Park, Utah, a jack rabbit, blind - 
ed by the headlights of Walsh's car, 
leaped through the windshield, The 
flying splinters of glass which 
struck Walsh, blinded his right eye, 
and thereby ended his picture ca- 
reer. 


Irving Cummings, who was  as- 
signed to replacé the unfortunate 
Walsh, sent out a call for tests of 
players who might impersonate the 
“Cisco Kid.” Baxter made the best 
test and was given the role which 
catapulted him, almost over night, 
into lasting film fame. The pic- 
ture became a smash hit. The 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences acclaimed Baxter as 
the most outstanding actor of 1929 
for hig portrayal of the Kid's role. 

But the real beginning of Bax- 
ter’s career as a film star lies much 
further back in a story which is 
none too appealing to those with un- 
easy stomachs, For Baxter nego- 
tiated the first rung of the thea- 
trical ladder by serving as a “bar- 
ker” for another youngster of eight, 
whose sole claim to fame was that 
he could devour worms without 
flinching. Such a feat is sufficient 
to astound and shock grown-ups, 
but for the kids in Warner's neigh- 
borhood it was nothing short of 
marvelous, 

Warner sold tickets outside a 
gunnysack tent. For one cent the 
boy wonder inside would swallow a 
worm, and for another cent he 
would gobble a common housefly. 
All went well with Baxter's first 
theatrical enterprise until the fly- 
eater’s father dropped into the 
tent to investigate what was at- 
tracting so many kids into his 
backyard. The show folded imme- 
diately, but not Warner's newly 
born theatrical ambitions. 

Born in Columbus, O., on March 
29, 1893, Baxter's father, Edwin F. 
Baxter, was an auditor for the Ohio 
Western Coal & Iron Cd. But when 
Warner was only five months old, 
his father died from influenza. 
Mrs. Baxter remained in Columbus 
until Warner was 10 years old, and 
then the family moved to New

York City, where the future star 
attended public school. 

During his entire school career 
the memory of his first theatrical 
success prompted Baxter to take an 
active part in school dramatics, 
He became an ardent play-goer, 
and he never missed an opportuni- 
ty to point out to his mother that 
some day he would be just as fa- 
mous as the actors who trod the 
boards before them. 


When the Baxters moved to San 
Francisco in 1905, Warner there- 
after attended Polytechnic High 
School. The @¢.rcthquake and fire 
which came very shortly after their 
arrival in San Francisco destroyed 
the Baxter’s Nob Hill home. Hav- 
ing lost all their possessions, the 
Baxters sought refuge with friends 
in Alameda, acros: San Francis- 
co Bay. 

He returned to Columbus with 
his mother in 1908, where he be- 
came an office boy and later a 
traveling salesman. And during all 
this period—both in San Francisco 
and again in Columbus—Warner 
maintained his connections with 
amateur theaters. The theater was 
in his blood, and that is all there 
was and is to it. 

The curious thing about Warner 
Baxter’s life is that its major 
changes have been dictated by 
tragic-comic twists of fate. Fortun- 
ately, the little boy who swallowed 
the worms while Warner collected 
the price of admission outside, was 
little the worse for experience. But 
his big chanc. in “In Old Arizona” 
did come as a result of the quixotic 
misfortune which befell Walsh. 

Similarly, Warner received his 
first chance on the stage when 
Dorothy Shoemaker’s dancing part- 
ner sprained his ankle, and had to 
retire from their act on the Keith 
Circuit, ‘That accident took place 


on a Saturday night in Columbus. 
Warner, who had made it his busi- 
ness to know what wa. going on in 
Columbus’ stage-life,, applied for 
the job. He was given a tryout, 

Monday the 


returning home when 
was overcome with homesickness. 
He resumed his traveling sales- 
manship job in Columbus, and later 
went into an insuranee training 


school in Hartford, Conn., emerging 


as manager of the Philadelphia 


branch of the Travelers’ Insurance 


Co. There he met and married 
Viola Caldwell. At this time Bax- 
ter decided that it was time to 
make his fortune in business. He 
and his wife moved to Tulsa, Ok., 
where he invested all his savings in 
a garage owned by his brother-in- 
law. That venture was, in Baxter’s 
own words, “a pitiful failure,” with 


the result that he had to send his 


wife to Philadelphia, and scout 
around for a job. It was sheer ne- 
cessity that pushed him into a juve- 


nile role at $25 a week with a Tulsa - 


stock company. 


Following a season of this, he de- 
cided that the solution of all his, 


difficulties lay in a trek to Holly- 
wood, 

That period was, Baxter recalls, 
the most exciting in the history of 
the “biggest little city in the 
world.” 

“There was no Garbo, then,” he 
reminisces, “no Robert. Taylor. 
Shirley Temple was unborn and 
Jackie Coogan was nearing the end 
of his active career. Malibu Beach 
was just a stretch of sand and 
Palm Springs a place sought only 
by sun-lovers and the afflicted. 

“Rudolph Valentino, Pola Negri, 
Tom Mix, Chaplin and Gloria Swan- 
son lent brilliance to what might 
otherwise have been a drab envir- 
onment. Then Douglas Fairbanks

And there- 
by Warner Baxter’s entire career 
was changed. Raoul Walsh lost an 
eye in the shift, but the screen 
gained a real star.
